On June 7, 1976, a copy of this letter and the 
facts surrounding its receipt by Congressman Milford 
were furnished to the United States Secret Service, 
Dallas, Texas.

The various letters received by the above 
enumerated persons were forwarded to the FBI Laboratory 
for examination. The results of the examinations were 
unsuccessful in determining the identity of the individual 
or individuals responsible for sending these letters. 

Latent fingerprints which were developed on various 
original copies of this letter could not be identified 
by the Latent Fingerprint Section of the FBI's Identification 
Division.

On August 16, 1976, the facts of this matter 
as they pertain to a threatening letter received by 
Congressman Dale Milford at Grand Prairie, Texas, on 
June 7, 1976, were discussed with Assistant United States 
Attorney Harry Koch, Northern District of Texas, Dallas, 
Texas. Mr. Koch advised he would decline Federal 
prosecution in this matter in view of the fact that the 
threats contained in this letter were extremely conditional 
and vague. Mr. Koch also advised that since the perpetrator 
of this letter could not be identified and obviously is 
located in Mexico, he did not believe this matter could 
successfully by prosecuted in Federal court proceedings.
